“Betreve on the Lord Jesus Christ 
and you shall be saved,” is the general 
hue-and-cry of almost all the Chris- 
tian denominations, while at the same 
time our Lord and Savior Jesus 
Christ has said: “And ye shall be 
hated of all men for my name’s sake: 
but he that endureth to the end shall 
be saved” (Matt. x, 22). Now what 
can be plainer than that? In all the 
— of the Savior and His Apos- 
tles, salvation was not promised on 
any other terms then our continuance 
in faith and good works to the end of 
our days in this probation; but we 
are told by our Christian friends that 
Paul and Silas told the jailor when 
he asked: ‘Sirs, what must I do to 


be saved? that they said, Believe on 
the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt 
be saved” (Acts xvi, 30-31). “Is not 
that sufficient proof” theyask, “that be- 
lief is all that is neceesary for salva- 
tion.”

They say, “while there is life there 
is hope”; this isa dangerous doctrine, 
for who can tell how, or when we are 

ing to die?

ohn the Revelator tells us: Be 


death; there is no blessing, glory, or

the vague and uncertain opinions of un 
inspired men on such vital and im- 
portant subjects as that pertaining to 
our eternal welfare.

The views of John Calvin, which 
he reduced to five points, are as fol- 
lows: Particular election (or predes- 
tination), particular redemption, mor- 
al inability in a fallen state, Irresisti- 
ble grace, and the final perseverance 
of the Saints (Hook). To believe in 
predestination—which we do, but not 
in the same sense as those of our 
friends who believe in the Calvinistic 
doctrine—brings in the necessity of a 
pre-existence of spirits. The Lord 
said to Jeremiah, Before I formed 
thee in the belly I knew thee; and 
before thou camest forth out of the 
womb I sanctified thee, and I ordain- 
ed thee to be a prophet unto the 
nations” (Jer. i, 5). ow here is an 
individual ordained a prophet before 
he is born, showing most conclusively 
that his spirit must have existed 
somewhere to obtain this ordination 
prior to his body—which is the taber- 
nacle for the spirit to dwell in—being 
born on the earth; then again, the 
Lord asked Job, “ Where wast thou 
when I laid the foundation of the 
earth? declare, if thou hast under- 
standing (Job xxxviii, 4). Now, if 
there was not a pre-existent state, 
this question, to say the least of it, 
would have been a very foolish one 
on the part of the Almighty, for Job 
could not have been anywhere before 
the earth was formed. Ecclesias- 
tes 12th cha ter, and 7th verse, we 
are there told: “Then shall the dust 
return to the earth as it was: and the 
spirit shall return unto God who gave 
it.“ Let us look at the 12th chapter

From Berlin we went to Copenhagen, going by way of Neustrelitz, Waren 
(where we had a fine view of the lakes), Rostock and Warnemunde. Here 
we took the steamer, Keyser Wilhelm, and crossed the Baltic to Gjedser, the 
sea voyage occupying about two hours. Then to Copenhagen, crossing the 
sonnd at Masnedsund, between Falster and Sjelland. On our arrival at 
Copenhagen we were very pleased to meet President N. C. Flygare, Elders 
H. C. N. Hansen and P. C. Geertsen. We drove to the Office, and were wel- 
comed by Elders W. S. Hansen, C. O. Folkman, Jacob Hanson, Albert Toles- 
trap, Ephraim Mortensen, Ole Olsen and Niels Micklesen, who were enjoying 
excellent health and spirits, rejoicing in the blessings of the Gospel and 
being counted worthy to be preachers of righteousness. It was very much 
like paying a visit to Sanpete, in our own loved mountain home, to meet 
with so many of our Seandinavian brethren, and caused us to feel very much 
at home. 

The néxt day we attended meeting in their commodious hall. It had been 
very tastefully decorated, principally by the Sisters of the Relief Society and 
Mutual Improvement Association. Over the stand was the word Welcome,” 
which, with the festoons, éxhibited considerable skill. The American and 
Danish flags were blended together, and on the stand were some exceedingly 
fine bouquets and flowers. The hall was large and lofty, capable of holding 
some three hundred people. There was an excellent choir, under the officient 
leadership of Brother Johan J. Otte, a German of considerable musical 
ability. They sang in Danish the familiar hymn— 

The morning breaks, the shadows flee; 
Lo! Zion’s standard is unfurled !. 
The dawning of a brighter day 
Majestic rises on the world. 
After the usual opening exercises we arose to make a few introductory 
remarks, and express the pleasure we had in the privilege of our visit, Presi- 
dent Flygare interpreting for us. .On that occasion we enjoyed such a flow 
of.the Holy Spirit and so much freedom, that we occupied an hour and ten 
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minutes on the necessity of obedience to all the principles of the doctrine of 
Christ fot the salvation and exaltation of the human family. This occupied 
the morning meeting. In the afternoon, following the opening exercises, 
Elder R. 8. Campbell occupied a "portion of the time, President Flygare in- 
terpreting, on freedom of salvation—the parable of the talents—mankind to 
be judged according to the light they possessed, and bore a strong testimony 
to the restoration of the Gospel and the blessing it was to all who obeyed it. 
He was followed by Elders P. C. Geertsen and H. C. N. Hanson, who occu- 
pied the rest of the time. After the choir had sung and the benediction had 
been pronounced, we were surprised to see the congregation resume their 
seats, but surprise soon gave way to pleasure when our ears were saluted by 
the old familiar song Hard times come again no more,” which was very 
sweetly rendered by the choir in English in honor of our visit. Through our 
effictent interpreter we expressed our appreciation of the compliment and the 
warm welcome we had received, and blessed the leader, the choir and con- 
gregation. 

Between the afternoon and evening meetings we took a very pleasant walk 
in Orsted Park and the Botanical Gardens, admiring the walks, flower-beds, 
flowers and statuary. The evening services were opened by the choir singing 
Elder John Jaques’ popular composition—“ O say what is truth?’ and after 
the opening services we spoke with much freedom for an hour and seventeen 
minutes to a full congregation of Saints and strangers, on the philosophy of 
the worship of the True and Living God, and of the first principles of the 
Gospel, concluding by bearing testimony to the restoration of these princi- 
ples by the adminstration of holy angels to the Apostle and Prophet Joseph 
Smith, President Flygare interpreting. At the conclusion of the services the 
choir sang in Haglish—*“ Did you think to pray.” We enjoyed a most ex- 
cellent spirit at all our meetings. The Saints are warm-hearted, appear to 
be alive to their duties, and to appreciate the loving-kindness of our heavenly 
Father who has drawn them into His fold. We shall not readily forget the 
blessings of this day. 

We spent a few days in Copenhagen most pleasantly, visiting some of the 
Saints, administering to the sick and blessing children, and enjoying the 
companionship of President Flygare and his faithful fellow-laborers. We 
visited Our Lady’s Church (Frue Kirke), where we saw the marble statues of 
Christ and His Apostles, by the celebrated Danish sculptor Thorwaldsen. 
We also visited his museum in Christianhaven, where is also his mausoleum, 
his grave being in the centre of the inner court. Here we saw a collection of 
pictures, his library, furniture, collection of coins, signets, and models of all 
his numerous works. We visited the Ethnographical Museum (Ethnography 
is that science that describes the different races of men), and here are the 
relics of the past and present peoples of all nations from the earliest period 
known to the present. From the time when stone and flint were chiefly used 
for axes, knives, arrow and spear-heads. This is dalled the stone age, when 
stone and wood did service for the wants of mankind, then the bronze and 
copper age, and then the iron age, as they have been developed ia past ages 
by the different races of men who have inhabited the fair creation on which 
we dwell. Thisjcollection is said to be the finest of its kind in Europe, and 
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has been a source of great benefit to those studying ethnology. It is cer- 
tainly an exceedingly interesting collection. We visited the Rosenborg 
Palace. It was a pleasant walk through the park and gardens, once only 
used by the royal family, now thrown open to the public. The palace was 
commenced in 1606, when King Christian the Fourth bought a number of 
private gardens and grounds to build himself a quiet place for repose outside 
what was then the town of Copenhagen. In the Rosenborg Palace we saw a 
chronological collection of the kings of Denmark. The time before and 
under Christian the Fourth—1448 to 1648— to the time of Frederick VII, 
1848. The presence chamber, knights’ hall, glass room, porcelain room, 
chamber of the regalia—in fact, all the rooms contain very costly and inter- 
esting mementoes of bygone times associated with royalty in Denmark. We 
visited the far-famed Tivoli, on the occasion of the Italian feast. Heard 
some very fine music, and saw a grand illumination and brilliant display of 
fireworks. We also visited Deer Garden, a large beech and oak forest used 
for the royal hunting-ground, and a place of pleasure resort for the people 
It is about eight miles from Copenhagen by the sound. We had a good view 
of the country, the park, the deer, and the pleasant walks and avenues of 
majestic trees that tower up and spread their lofty branches, furnishing a 
splendid shade for pedestrians and animals. 

From Copenhagen we took steamer to Gotenborg. We called at Lands- 
Krona and Helsingborg, where Carl Johan Bernadotte landed on the 20th 
of October, 1810, when he was chosen as crown prince of Sweden. On our 
arrival at Gotenborg we were met and welcomed by Elders N. P. Lindelof 
and John A. Quist. Having some time before meeting, we improved it by 
seeing all we could of the handsome city of Gotenborg, which bears the marks 
in its fine buildings of considerable enterprise and forethought. We went 
into a beautiful park belonging to the Gardner’s Union, called Tragards 
Foreningens Park.” It was laid out in an elegant manner. The flower-beds 
in all kind of designs were beautiful in design and arrangement, reflecting 
great credit on the good taste of the designer, and in the wonderful blending 
together of the flowers in their variety and color. The grass-plats were like. 
beds of velvet, they and the walks being kept in such excellent order. In 
another park we saw Mollines’ celebrated statue of the “ Beltspenarne,” that 
is belt wrestlers. Two nude figures of men in deadly conflict fastened toge- 
ther by a belt, each armed with a knife or dirk in the right hand, the left 
hand clasping the wrist of his opponent’s right and struggling for the advan- 


tage. 

Gotenborg is a thriving town. The buildings are large and of elegant 
design. There is a large shipping of timber and iron that tends to bring a 
great deal of business to the town. Great credit is due to the energies of 
the Dixon family—Oscar Dixon in particular—who have resided in Goten- 
borg for some years, and amassed a great deal of wealth which has been 
largely devoted to the building up of the town. 

We went to the Saints’ meeting room, where the sisters had prepared an 
excellent dinner, to which we sat down with an excellent appetite. The 
room was tastefully decorated, and bouquets of flowers on the stand. It was 
well lighted, and at meeting time crowded with Saints and strangers. We 
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held a very interesting meeting, Elders R. S. Campbell, N. C. Flygare and 
myself occupying the time on exclusive salvation— the narrow path that leads 
to eternal life President Flygare acting as interpreter for Brother Campbell 
and myself. We enjoyed an excellent spirit, had a good meeting, and felt 
well satisfied with our visit to and labors in Goteborg. 

From Goteborg we went to Stockholm. We traveled through a variety of 
beautiful scenery, farming country, orchards, lakes, timber and rugged rocks» 
all grouped in a lovely landscape. How much more, thought we, is domestic 
peace and prosperity to be preferred to the horrors of war falsely termed 
military glory! 

On our arrival at the depot in Stockholm, we were kindly welcomed by 
Elders K. H. Nordberg, Adolph Anderson, and one of the local Elders, and 
we were soon in comfortable quarters. The next day being the Sabbath, we 
attended the meeting of the Saints. We walked down to the Malar,” a 
lake over which we crossed in a ferry-boat; then went to a lift, or elevator 
ascended about a hundred feet, and landed on an upper street built ona 
rock, and went to the south Malm,“ or south part of the town where the 
Saints held their meeting. We were pleased to meet with Elders C. D. 
Fjeldsted, F. G. Gronberg, C. H. Karlson and J. Anderson, as well as the 
before-mentioned brethren. The room was handsomely decorated, and the 
flowers were of the choicest kind and lovely in their varied hues. The leader 
of the choir played an harmonium, which added to the sweetness of the sing- 
ing. After the usual opening exercises and the administration of the Sacra- 
ment, President Flygare and myself occupied the time in preaching the Gos- 
pel to the congregation, enjoying much freedom of the Holy Spirit, President 
Flygare acting as interpreter for me. At the close of the morning services 
the choir sang a song of welcome that had been composed for the occasion of 
our visit by one of the good sisters. In the afternoon Elder C. D. Fjeldsted 
delivered a discourse on the kingdom of God, and in the evening we occupied 
the time—President Flygare interpreting—speaking on our relationship to 
God—the eternity of the affections—God’s mercy to sinners in the atone- 
ment and offer of redemption, proving His love and desire for the welfare of 
His children. The choir sang, O my Father, Thou that dwellest,“ and the 
benediction was pronounced. The meetings were crowded, and the good 
Spirit has attended us in our administrations, and the freedom of utterance 
given us caused a feeling of joy and happiness we shall not easily forget. In 
taking a walk between meetings we were shown the building where Sweden- 
borg lived, and where he received many of his revelations. The next day we 
walked out to see some of the beauties of the City of Stockhom; visited the 
“ Kungstradgarden” (King’s Garden), which is nicely laid out in walks, grass- 
plats and flower-beds. Here is a fine fountain representing Egir and his 
daughters; also statues of Charles XII of Sweden and Charles XIII, the last 
of the Vasa dynasty. We went to Line’s park, named after the great Swedish 
botanist. Around this park are some very fine buildings and pleassnt walks 
which at night are illuminated with the electric light. All the latest im- 
provements and beautiful designs for fine buildings are developed, giving 
them a very fine appearance. It is called Carlanagen” (Charles boulevard), 
We visited the south elevator, where we were lifted 120 feet, and where we 
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Hed u fine view ‘of the beautiful City of Stockholm. In the evening we 
attended a meeting of the Young Mens Mutual Improvement Association, 
and heard a portion of their exercises on the gathering of Israel and the 
necessity of baptism. President Flygare and myself addressed the meeting 
on the advantages of the study of the English language and the understand- 
ing of the order of the Priesthood. A meeting was given out to more fully 
consider the latter subject for the next evening. 

On the next day we visited the National Museum. This is a remarkable 
fine building. The pillars that support the interior are of every kind of 
marble known in Sweden. The statuary, furnishings and paintings are very 
fine and interesting, bat too numerous to attempt to discribe. We also 
visited the “Historiska Samlingen” (Pre-historic collections), something of 
the same as we visited in Copenhagen; the stone, bronze, copper and iron 
ages. Here we saw many interesting relies of the past in the images of gods 
and goddesses worshiped by past peoples down to the images of the present 
day. Old altar pieces of fantastic’ carved work, representing the crucifiction, 
Virgin and Ohild, Apostles and Saints earved in wood, and old baptismal 
fonts that have superseded the images of Jupiter, Mercury, Diana and so 
fort, that were disposed of by Demetrius and his fellow crafteman who were 
vo stirred up by Paul’s preaching the simple Gospel of the Redeemer. We 
attended another meeting of the Saints and occupied the evening upon the 
subject of Priesthood, its powers, keys and order. At the close of the meet- 
ing the choir sang another sung, entitled Farewell,“ that had been composed 
for tire cevasion. We expressed our thanks and appreciation of the very 
warm welcome and expressions of affection we had received and the kindly 
manner in which we had been treated. We made a most interesting visit to 
Stockheim, visited. besides what we have enemerated, tire royal castle and 
stables, the royal palace at Drottningholm (Queen’s Island), with their costly 
fareishings, pictures and mementos of the past; the monuments of Birgerjarl, 
the founder of Sweden; Gustavus Vasa, the founder of the Vasa dynasty; 
Berhadotte, who was Charles XIV and founder of the Bernadotte dynasty, 
which now rules in Sweden, and other noble statues. Our ride up the Mala 
to Drottningholm was exceedingly pleasaut. Mala is called the lake of a 
thousand islands. Those we saw were covered with pines and summer 
residences and had a most picturesque appearance. It is impossible to relate 
a tithe of what we have seen in these interesting cities to do any justice to the 
advancement that is being made in the beauty of the cities and in arts and 
sciences. The people are a domestic people, and the polite manner in which 
they treat cach other makes one think we might take “a leaf out of their 
book” aad sot hurt anybody. 

From Steckhom we went to Christiania, Norway. At the fine depot we 
met President H. J. Christiansen, who soon made us very comfortable. We 
were ifivited out to dinner, after which we went out to see all we could see of 
Ohristiatia, as we do not believe in passing through this world with our eyes 
shut or neglecting to see everything of interest when we have the opportunity. 
So ‘we went to the arbor in the sound and took boat to Oscars Hall—or cliff— 
and visited a small royal castle, and from the top had a good view of the sur- 
rounding country. In the park at Bygdo we saw the old, wooden church of 
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Gol, one of the few remaining medieval Norwegian woeden churches of the 
“stave” church class, so-called from the manner in which the wood work is 
put together. We also saw the interior of a peasant log hut and provision 
store house, with its ancient Bible and old-fashioned furniture, supposed to 
be several hundred years old. Returning to the city, we saw the principle 
buildings and monuments. In the evening we attended an excellent meeting; 
the large hall occupied by the Saint was full to overflowing. There is a very 
fine Branch of the Church here, and they have a most excellent choir. We 
met Elders A. S. Schanke, A. Anderson, L. Holther and OC. Olsen, who were 
in good health and spirits. After the opening services, Elders R. S. Camp- 
bell, of the Liverpool Office, and W. S. Hansen, President of the Copenhagen 
Conference, addressed the congregation and bore testimony to the establish- 
ment of the Church of Christ on the earth in these last days. We followed 
on the promise in the doctrine of Christ that whoso would do the will of the 
Father should know of the doctrine, etc. President Flygare interpreting and 
making the concluding remarks. We were favored with the liberty of the 
spirit that we had enjoyed in all the meetings of the Latter-day Saints we 
attended on our continental trip and can testify to the good spirit that is 
enjoyed by the Elders and Saints in the missions we have visited. Our visit 
has been one of love and great pleasure. We have seen the manners and 
customs of the nations through which we have passed, and seen much to 
admire. The Israel of God are a virtuous, industrious, warm-hearted people, 
they are the salt of the earth everywhere and we are not surprised at the 
opposition the Elders meet with to prevent them from preaching a Gospel 
that gathers out the best people they have in the nation. H we were the 
wicked people we have the reputation of being, as like cleaves to like, they 
would be glad for us to preach, that they might get rid of some of their 
“hard citizens,” but the Gospel attracts the pure in heart, those who love 
righteousness, and the repentant sinner; and we know what a heaven they 
make when gathered together. The work of the Lord is upward and onward 
and the knowledge of God is being restored to the earth, the gathering of 
Israel has commenced and the kingdom of God is being established to the 
glory of God and the Lamb. 

From Christiania we returned to 42, Islington, Liverpool, improved in 
health of body and vigor of mind, thankful to God for His protecting care 
and to the Elders and Saints from whom we received so many tokens of kind- 
ness and good will, whom may the Lord bless for evermore.
